A man who 
listened to 
Robert Frost 
discuss his 
. philosophy of 
life and poetry, 
said of him: 
“How won- 
derful. Here is 
a man who has 
eitizenship in 
another world, 
and who has 
managed to do well and be content 
ir this one.”’ 

Frost is, in a very real sense, 
a descendent of the New Eng- 
land school of transcendentalists 
It grew out of the thinking of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson and Henry 
David Thoreau. It extended down 
into the turn of the century as a 
vital force, penetrating even into 
the South and Mid-West where it 
was - denounced: mightily from 
fundamentalist pulpits. It was 
never a religion, though its ene- 
mies said its spokesmen wanted 
it to be. This was not true. 

But, it seemed so to those who 
cannot lift their eyes from the 
word of the scriptures and see the 
spirit. 

It was a philosophy which found 
God reflected in all aspects of 
life. It placed the divinity of all 
God's creations on a par with 
that of man’s. Thus, a field of 
flowers, a beautiful tree, or river 
was equally divine with man be- 
cause God had made them all and 
given them purpose. It was a 
philosophy which did not place 
(God on some great distant throne. 
It was a philosophy which brought 
God down to earth and accepted 
Him as the explanation of. all 
creative force and power in man. 


Reason 


I was born in the hill country of 
East Tennessee. My father put 
upon the family doctor the duty 
of naming me and he called me 
after Emerson because of his 
fondness for the great transcen- 
der’ essays, a volume of 
which he kept with him in his 
black bag in which also were his 
supply of medicines and 
instruments. There was quite a 
to-do about this in our farm com- 
munity, because there were some 
who looked upon Emerson and 
his essays as being against the 
established church. Happily the 
Presbvterians did not and I was 
accorded the rite of christening, 
though some wagged their heads 
at giving the New Englander’s 
name Christian sanctiof. 

I have always been happy with 
the name, because I feel that I 
am. in fact, related to all men 
and that the great law of the 
Creator is in all things, and that 
onlv prejudice or bigotry keeps 
it from being so. This was one 
reason why I liked the Hindu 
salutation, “‘Nemastah.” A_ very 
free translation of it would be, “‘I 
bo only to God, but God is in 
all things so I bow to God who Is 
in vou.”

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Free Press Wins 
_ Savannah Victory 


In Savannah the record book at the 
* police department, slammed shut Mon- 
day night in the face of the press—and 
the public—is open again. The police 
commissioner, Sanford P.- Butler, who 
ruled the police files and reports “off 
limits,’ rescinded his edict less than 24 
hours after it was issued. 


In explaining his imposition of a 
news blackout, the police official did not 
say that his department and other city 
officials had been criticized editorially 
by the Savannah papers following a 
grand jury report, based on long investi- 
gation, implying lax law enforcement. 
Instead, he said, ‘“‘Lots of people accused 
of crimes are later found to be innocent 
in court. I thought it best that we let 
the newspapers get their news from 
trials.” 


He did make a noble concession to 
press freedom by saying that the re- 
porters could get the police news from 
the monthly statements issued by his 
office. 


But that was before The Savannah 
Evening Press said editorially: ‘Mr. 
Butler may think that he is hurting the 
newspapers by the censorship he has 
imposed; in truth and in fact, he is hurt- 
ing the public, hurting its right to know, 
its right to have all the facts so that the 
community situation can be properly ap- 
praised. He is denying the public facts 
that will prevent neighborhoods from 
taking preventive steps by withholding 
information of crimes; he is denying 
businessmen the right to be alerted by 
news of robberies and safe breakings: 
he is impeding the public in its quest 
for traffic safety by suppressing beyond 
al] reasonable time news that will show 
where accidents occur.” 


The paper also said “censorship has 
long been the refuge of those in posi- 
tions of authority who find themselves 
unable otherwise to cope with situations 
involving them.” 


The editorial appeared Monday aft- 
ernoon along with a numeral “1” on the 
city news page indicating th® first “Dav 
of Darkness” under the blackout. Tues- 
day afternoon the police commissioner 
reopened the book. 


Thus has the public won another 
round in the continuing battle for free 
access to information. For freedom to 
print the news means nothing unless 
there 1s also freedom of access to the 
sources of the news.

Those who have not experienced a 
London fog at its worst cannot appre- 
ciate what it is like in those nether re- 
gions wherein Satan dwells. American 
soldiers in the late war learned what it 
means when a city of 8,000,000 people 
is forced to take to the streets on foot, 
when it becomes impossible to see the 
sidewalk from head level, and when 
breathing becomes a_ gasping battle 
against suffocation. 


Then, too, a city afoot is a city of 
strange sounds. Thousands of measured 
footsteps, hushed apologies in the dark, 
the struggle to keep in the stream of 
human beings headed for who-knows- 
where, the fight to keep one’s bearings 
in order not to become hopelessly lost in 
a sea of humanity—all these things Lon- 
doners know, and well. 


The London fog is composed of the 
gaseous refuse of the biggest city on 
earth, combined with the moisture con- 
densed when the cold air from the North 
Sea meets the warm currents that creep 
with deadly calm in from the Atlantic. 
For an end to this calm, London must 
await the breezes that clear the streets 
and skies of the black mass. 

Sometimes, when it’s very cold, the 
for becomes a frozen cloud of tiny ice 
Particles that collect on the streets, side- 


walks. trees, and doorways. Walking is 
a hazard that only the brave attempt. 
The human derelicts—pickpockets and 
the like that police usually keep under 
remarkable control for a city so large— 
have a field day. 

We thought of these things during 
the past few days when patient Lon- 
doners underwent one of their worst 
fogs of the vear. We sympathized with 
them.

An Atom Scientist 


Becomes a Clergyman 


Dr. William G. Pollard, one of the 
nation’s leading nuclear scientists and 
executive director of the Oak Ridge In- 
stitute, will be ordained into the min 
istry of the Episcopal Church Dec. 17. 

Behind this story is no influence of 
the awesome and awful power and ter- 
ror of the atom bomb. It is, in essence, 
the story of a very real ‘‘call’”’ to preach, 
and the call was one of the intellect, not 
emotion. 

Dr. Pollard was one of the small 
handful of scientists who worked on 
atomic energy during the recent war 
and he has been executive director of 
the Institute of Nuclear studies at Oak 
Ridge. since its organization in 1946. 
The institute has trained hundreds of 
scientists in the use of radioactive iso- 
topes. It is composed of 30 Southern 
universities and colleges. 

“There is no story to it save this,” 
says the scientist. ‘‘When we came here 
to Oak Ridge there was no Episcopal 
Church. I organized a small group and 
the need for a minister became appar- 
ent. I have long been interested and 
out of the need and my work came the 
decision to study for the ministry.” 

This story of one of the nation's top 
scientists entering the clergy from the 
ranks of one of the newest and most im- 
portant fields of science demonstrates 
once more there is no conflict between 
religion and science save in the minds 
of bigots and the ignorant.

Campaign Talk 


WASHINGTON—Responsibility is, indeed, 
sobering. 

New proof of this is found here as Re- 
publicans who are to occupy kev adminis- 
trative and legislative posts are taking a 

real look into problems 
that will confront them in 
the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration soon after the New 
Year. Overly glib cam: 
paign promises about re- 
moving all economic con- 
trols, making big reduc- 
tions in defense appropri- 
ations, cutting taxes, end- 
ing the war in Korea, and 
such are rapidly being 
discarded or sharply 
heing scaled down. It looks different once 
vou view it from the inside. 

The silencer suddenly clamped on the 
once-roaring guns of campaign oratory, 
which was most graphically exhibited in the 
more-subdued appraisal of Korea hy Presi 
dent-elect Eisenhower’ previously comment- 
ed on here, extends in all directions and to 
all issues for which easy and simple solu 
tions were offered from the stump only a 
few short weeks ago. 

Frankest in ** ’fessing up’’ to campaign 
Oratory was an experienced political hand, 
Harold Stassen, designated as Mutual Se- 
curity administrator in the incoming Eisen- 
hower administration. During the campaign, 
and long before in fact, Mr. Stassen went 
hither and yon saying that no economic aid 
should be extended to nations with socialistic 
governments, 

When he was asked about this by re- 
porters after his selection for the important 
international assignment, he said candidly 
that there is much difference hetween what 
a private individual] may say in the heat of 
a political campaign and what a responsible 
administrator must do when he has adminis- 
trative responsibility. True—if late. 

Businessmen who listened happily to cam- 
paign oratory about removal of controls, tax 
cuts, economy, peace in Korea and so on, 
since have heard from those directing the 
‘transition’ conferences here some. very 
serious reminders that these are not prob- 
lems easily and quickly resolved. 

As easy a way as any to explain this 
is to begin with Korea, since that is fore- 
most now in the news. Korea happens to he 
the salient under attack with which we are 
most directly identified, though it is only one 
of several. Korea requires men and muni- 
tions constantly, of itself. But if peace 
should come ‘to Korea tomorrow-—which it 
won't—that would solve nothing in the 
world-wide struggle. For the pressures exist 
all around, and we might expect increased 
pressure then on another front somewhere, 
or at least we have to be prepared always 
for another move,

The Ike Cat 
Stayed in Bag 


WITH EISENHOWER -- (Delayed! —- The 
trip of President-elect Fisenhower to Korea 
was one of the most involved and far-flune 
operations since the Navy, Army Air Force 
and Nationalist Chinese combined in the 
spectacular Doolittle raid on Tokyo in 1942, 
It is not a simple task to 
spirit the most famous 
man in the United States 
all the way out of the 
country—east fon west 
and then across the Pa- 
cific to Seoul. 

The Navy put a loosely 
knit bridge of ships he- 
neath the general's plane 
as it droned over the end- 
meee less Pacific. Those ships, 

P ~_ Dlus Jong-range B-29's and 
B-17’'s of MATS’ search and rescue units, 
knew the exact location of Fisenhower's 
plane every minute of the long flight. A 
surface vessel or plane was never more than 
190 miles from the general's plane, which 
was equipped with life rafts easily capable 
of holding the limited personnel on. the 
craft, in case of a forced landing at sea. 

Operation Fisenhower involved such ex- 
tremes as which corner of 58th and Fifth 
Ave, in New York City that Charles F. 
Wilson would be picked up on-—to he taken 
to Ike’s plane—to the arrest of hundreds of 
suspected Koreans in Seoul, among them po- 
tential ASSaSSins. 

The New York Police Department, 
charged with the safety of the President- 
elect until he moves to the White House, 
was not informed of Ike's predawn depar- 
ture Nov, 29. The officer assigned to the 
front door of the mansion was euchered into 
taking a walk with a Secret Service man—so 
he wouldn't see Eisenhower slip out the 
darkened front door and hop into a waiting 
car. 

Mrs. Mamie Fisenhower was one of the 
few who knew the hour of departure. At 
Mitchell Field, Lt. Gen. Leon Johnson esti 
mated that fewer than 10 persons knew that 
the field would he Fisenhower's take-off 
point. 

Some of the more distinguished members 
of the GOP acted. out straight-faced roles in 
the great hoax that covered Fisenhower's 
getaway. Jim Hagerty, Ike’s press secre- 
tary, told reporters at Eisenhower headquar- 
ters in New York that he, Hagerty, would 
spend the week end playing golf at the AIl- 
hany Country Club. Men of the caliber of 
John Foster Dulles ‘‘called’’ at Eisenhower's 
Columbia University home, to keep up the 
pretension that he was still there. Nan 
Whitman, Ike's personal secretary, took a 
hale of mail to the residence, stayed there 
for hours, and left with the girlish report 
that Ike had ‘‘kicked’’ her out so he could 
watch the Army-Navy game on TV.

Declaring the court's decision 
is ‘‘inadmissable.”’ the _ govern- 
ment statement added: ‘‘We are 
unable to discover on what legal 
basis the decision of the constitu- 
tional court rests.’’ 

The government added that it 
saw in the court's decision ‘‘an 
inadmissable limitation of the free- 
dom of action of its two charbers.”’ 

Dr. Otto Lenz, secretary of state 
in Adenauer’s chancellery and one 
of the most powerful officials in 
Germany, told a press conference 
the law establishing the federal 
court enabled it to give an advisory 
opinion in a plenary session of 
the 23 judges but this opinion is 
not binding in law. Under the es- 
tablishing law, he said, judgements 
could be given only by one of 
the court’s two chambers. 

But the establishing law does 
empower the plenary court to de- 
cide issues on which the two Sen 
ates disagree. Dr. Lenz’s answer 
is that in the government's view 
this power can be exercised only 
when the two Senates have given 
opposing decisions and this is not 
now the case. 
ISSUE COMPLICATED : 

The Federal Government is un-: 
accustomed to defeat and it has 
staked its political future on rati- 
fication of the treaty system. Ob- 
servers thought that by challeng- 
ing the court, Adenauer and his. 
advisors have complicated the 
whole legal position of the treaties: 
and probably have wounded the) 
self-esteem of the court’s mem- 
bers.

The 
amount of food used is governed 
by activity... and activity 
means physical exercise. 

After scrutinizing the popular 
statement that it requires seven 
hours of wood splitting to lose a 
pound, or walking for 36 hours— 
unattainable extremes of physi- 
cal activity which ridicule the 
possibility of losing weight by 
exercise — Dr. Stare countered 
with the argument that splitting 
wood for half an hour every day 
would represent the _ calorie 


equivalent of 26 pounds of body 
fat in a year! Moderate exercise 
such as walking regularly can 
fend off as much as ten pounds 


which might otherwise pile on 
in a single year. All this puts 
an entirely different light on 
exercise, 

Studies were made on more 
than 200 overweight patients in 
whom the beginning of obesity 
could be traced directly to a sud- 
den decrease in activity. The 
conclusion was reached that it 
does not necessarily follow that 
absence of exercise lowers the 
appetite to the same. extent. 
Further proof is that convales- 
cents so often gain an alarming 


amount of weight.

Aunt Maggie came to see us on Sunday night at the ragged end 
of one of those days when three children have seemed as noisy and 
quarrelsome and troublesome as a regiment. 

And her coming was as if a clean sweet wind had swept through 
the confusion and disorder, leaving-us all soothed and somehow 
rested. 

The reason is obvious. Aunt Maggie knows a secret. 


The sturdy little woman in the smart black coat with her snow- 
white hair swept up under an old-fashioned hat, has in her 70-odd 
years reared 19 children, 16 of whom belonged to somebody else! 


“‘God love ’em,”’ said Aunt Maggie in her good solid Boston 
Irish accent, ‘‘they are worth every minute’s worry they gave me, 
every scrap of love I gave them.”’ 

Aunt Maggie, more formally Mrs. Margaret Hickey of Whitman, 
Mass., is in Atlanta visiting one of ‘‘my girls,”’ a niece, who was 
one of a family of five children she took when their parents died. 
She went to the funeral and came home with the children. 


“Pa was wonderful,” she said, her blue eyes glistening with a 
sudden rush of tears at the memory of her late husband. ‘‘He saw 
me coming with all my brother’s children and he didn’t ask a ques- 
tion or raise an objection. He just held out his arms to take the baby.”’ 


Children are not the only ones who have found refuge in Aunt 
Maggie's big house on its wooded acreage, helping in the kitchen, 
garden, and feeding the hens which supplied the table. Aunt Maggie 
has taken in anybody she ever heard of who needed a home. Once 
it was an old lady who was being sent to the poor farm by her 
relatives. 

Aunt Maggie took her in and she stayed five vears. In the course 
of the years Aunt Maggie, who has never tasted alcoholic spirits in 
her life and firmly believes it’s a sin to spend money on strong 
drink when one could be feeding the hungry, acquired a reputation 
as a heavy drinker. Her old lady guest asked her to pick up a “‘pre- 
scription’ at the drugstore once a week. Aunt Maggie never once 
investigated the brown paper-wrapped bottle the druggist handed 
her—and not until her guest had died did she realize she had been 
supplying her with whisky! 


Aunt Maggie’s formula for getting along with children is simple. 
She loves them and listens when they talk, expecting the same from 
them. All of her brood listened to Aunt Maggie and she never 
spanked a one of them, although she frequently said, “Go sit in the 
chair until I come and talk to you.’’ She gave them plenty of free- 
dom but when she called them in and sent them to bed they went 
with no playing or whispering or stalling. 


‘*T taught them to go to bed and go to sleep when I hugged and 
kissed them and said, ‘Good night. God bless you,’”’ she said. 

And now that Aunt Maggie’s own three sons are grown up and 
have families of their own, and all her 16 other children are scattered, 
the old lady is enlivened by travel, visiting and teaching countless 
grandchildren the gentling nocturnal, ‘‘Good night, God bless you’’ 
ceremony.

School boy sustained what was 
called concussion in a _ football 
game a year ago. His parents 
did not know the boy had been 
injured. He was an ambitious 
boy and did not want to be calléd 
“‘sissy,’’ so for too long the boy 
kept to himself the fact that he 
had a constant headache, until he 
couldn’t stand it any longer. 

By the time the parents learned 
of the injury and the headache 
the boy’s vision was getting blur- 
ry. When the boy finally had 
the benefit of medical attention 
he was immediately sent to the 
hospital and kept in bed there for 
a month. 

The boy’s uncle gives these 
facts and asks whether in my 
jadgment the boy, now 17, should 
play football again, if the doctor 
who attended him in the hospital 
says he can. The boy has played 
a few games and some of his 
friends think he is having the 
headache again but won't admit 
it, lest he be called a “‘sissy.”’ 

In my judgment no high school 
boy should play football. Espe- 
clally not interscholastic or ‘‘var- 
sity’’ football, and certainly not 
under the guidance, training or 
influence of an outside coach. 

This boy’s fear of being called

his coach 
requires—without regard for the 
boy’s welfare or advice or ap- 
proval of the school’s physical 
education department—is the rul- 
ing spirit of high school foothall. 

It is a simple matter for the 
coach to select as the nucleus for 
his project a squad of overgrown 
if mentally backward youths, and 
impart to them the childish idea 
that whoever doesn't go out for 
football is a ‘ Automat- 
ically the more precocious and 
forward girls in the school com- 
pete for roles in the chorus or 
cheering section. Parents willy- 
nilly follow along. The school’s 
physigal education instructors, if 
any, hold their tongues if they 
want to hold their jobs. The 
town's service or luncheon clubs 
perform their somewhat hack- 
neyed part to support and adver- 
tise the team. And we the peo- 
ple who patronize the show do 
the rest. 

From this boy’s uncle's state- 
ment that the boy had concussion 
I can only infer that there was 
some sort of injury to the head. 
Concussion has no more specific 
significance than that.

The firm said test pilot Russell 
(Rusty) Roth had rammed 
needle nose XE-91 experimentak 
interceptor through the sound bar- 
rier in ‘‘the first supersonic rocket- 


powered flight made by an Ameri-| 


can combat-type airplane.’’ The 
speed of sound is about 720 miles 
and hour at sea level. 

The announcement, cleared ‘by 


the Defense department, stepped 
around the question of whether the 
XF-91 set its supersonic record in 
a dive, or in a straight and level 
flight. 

Combat-type planes such as the 
F-86 and the F-84 Thunderjet have 
reached the speed of sound in 
dives. Therefore the announce- 
ment that the XF-91 was the ‘‘first 
supersonic’’ combat-type plane 
made it apparent that the ship 
pierced the sonic wall in level 
flight,. its rocket engine giving 
its jet engine a vital boost.
